Jury May Peek 
Into Report 
on Chicago 


CHICAGO (AP) - A federal 


grand jury invesigating disturb- 
ances during the Democratic 
National Convention may look 
into a report on the subject by a 
task force of the President's 
Commission on the Causes and 
Prevention of Violence. 


Chief Judge William J. Camp- 


bell of U.S. District Court, who 
is directing the grand jury in- 
quiry, said Wednesday the tim- 
ing and motivation of the report 
compiled by Daniel Walker, a 
Chicago lawyer, should be scru- 
tinized. 


The timing of the Walker re- 


port, he said, "Seems inoppor- 
tune." "I think any investiga- 
tion of the timing by my grand 
jury might be appropriate. I as- 
sume they will look into that 
matter." 


The report, released Sunday 


in Washington, said a "police 
riot" was involved in violence 
which surrounded 
the conven- 


tion. 


Judge 
Campbell 
questioned 


whether the report should have 
been made known before it was 
snowu to the grand jury. He 
also criticized the 53-day time 
limit he said was placed on the 
Walker investigation. 


"1 don't know why anyone 


'wififthfe' to'be objective would 
place a time limit on an investi- 
gation. TMs is no way to con- 
duct an investigation and any- 
one skilled in the field would not 
undertake the task under such 
conditions," the judge said.

have consigned three top quali- 
ty bulls to the 3rd Arkansas Per- 
fromance Tested Bull Sale to be 
held in Little Rock at the Arkan- 
sas 
National Stockyards on 


tests and farm tests are used in 
December 7 at 1:00 p.m. 


The Purtles have tested bulls 


each year since the experiment 
station test program was started 
at Hope. These bulls made super- 
ior records for gain, feed utili- 
zation and type score. Station 
their 
beef improvement pro- 


gram. 


County Extension Agent Calvin 


Caldwell says that 37 high quali- 
ty bulls have been consigned by 
15 Arkansas cattle breeders. In 
the sale group there are 11 Here- 
ford, 11 Polled Hereford, 9 Angus 
and 6 Charolais bulls. Each bull 
in the sale has been tested at one 
of the University of Arkansas Ex- 
periment Stations 
located at 


Hope, Newport or Fayetteville. 
All these bulls have superior re- 
cords as they were selected from 
a group of 160 bulls tested last 
year. They completed a 140-day 
feed test and were rated on abil- 
ity to gain, feed utilization and 
type score. 


Nineteen of the 37 bulls con- 


signed gained three pounds or 
more per day. This an excep- 
tionally good gain since a low 
energy test ration is fed. Most 
of these bulls used less than 
eight pounds of feed to make one 
pound of gain. Many have type 
scores which rate them high 
enough for use in registered 
herds. 


Cattle producers like these 


bulls because they can select a 
herd sire on looks and records. 
Cattlemen also like these two- 
year old tested bulls because 
they are old enough for heavy 
use. Also it's a good bet that 
all these bulls will be "herd 
improvers." 


The University of Arkansas 


Performance test bull program 
is considered to be one of the 
best in the nation. It features a 
long preliminary period which 
gives the bulls an even start. 
Feeding the bulls individually 
provides feed efficiency infor- 
mation which is not available 
in many state tests.

Dellinger, who was called for 


a second day of testimony today 
before a subcommittee of the 
House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities, also said he had 
appealed to the protestors not to 
fight even "when police brutally 
attacked us." 


"My position has always been 


to avoid violence and to avoid 
provocation," Dellinger said. 


There was a brief flurry be- 


fore the hearing actually started 
Wednesday when , Yipple leader 
Jerry Rubin appeared outside 
the room dressed in a Santa 
Claus suit and carrying a toy 
gun. He was ordered kept out by 
Chairman Richard Ichord, ID- 
Mo. 


Rubin, 
who showed up 
at 


hearings last October wearing a 
bandoleer and war paint, told 
reporters his latest costume was 
typical of the committee, which 
he described as "a total cir- 
cus." 


Rubin said he would refuse to 


appear as ordered at a closed 
session Friday and Would Insist 
on a pdblic hearing. 


Dellinger, said at Wednes- 


day's 
hearing, he advocated

ell Harriman said today, after 
conferring with president-elect 
Richard M. Nixon, that he is 
confident Nixon will send a per- 
sonal observer to the Paris talks 
and will replace the two princi* 
pal American negotiators soon 
after taking office. 


Nixon, who had tentatively de- 


cided against sending an ob- 
server to the peace talks before 
inauguration day, was said to be 
shifting his attitude at the urg- 
ing of Harriman, who said that 
he and deputy negotiator Cyrus 
R. Vance felt such a move 
would be "a very excellent way 
to insure continuity." 


Talking 
to newsmen after 


meeting with Nixon for more 
than an hour, Harriman made it 
clear he and Vance will turn 
over their tasks to Nixon's team 
on or about Jan. 20. 


Although 
there 
had 
been 


much speculation that the presi- 
dent-elect would retain either 
Harriman or Vance in the inter- 
est 
of countinulty, 
Harriman 


said he planned to return to 
Washington come Jan. 20 and 
reported that Vance might re- 
main in Paris—but "only for a 
few days." 


The veteran diplomat said he 


thought Nixon would send an ob- 
server to Paris later this month 
but said, "I do not know who he 
will be or when he will come." 


Harriman said he got no 


impression in his ;talk with Nix- 
on that the incoming adminis- 
tration would basically change 
the negotiating approach of the 
United States.

Nixon to Reckon With 
Black America Which 
Voted Against Mm 


By AUSTIN SCOTT

WASHINGTON (AP) - In his 


drive to unite the nation, Rich- 
ard M. Nixon musl reckon with 
a 
frustrated, 
skeptical black 


America that voted overwhelm- 
ingly against him. 


Negroes—85 per cenl of whom 


voted Democratic—are waiting 
for Nixon's program to take 
form around his general cam- 
paign statements that federal 
influence should recede in favor 
of industry and local govern- 
ment. 


"I do not see any significant 


area where additional legisla- 
tion could be passed that would 
be lielpful in opening doors that 
are legally closed," Nixon has 
said. 


"We must now concentrate on 


such areas as economic devel- 
opment, education, building and 
strengthening the black commu- 
nity from within and fashioning 
a 
new understanding between 


the races." 


But civil rights leaders like 


Roy Wilkins, executive director 
of the National Association for 
the 
Advancement of 
Colored 


People, has doubts about Nix- 
on philosophy. 


"The real basic fight of the 


Negro population of the United 
States for the past GO or 70 years 
has been against local determi- 
nation of his citizenship rights," 
says Wilkins. 


"We have been unwilling to 


allow Brinkley, Ark.; or Raleigh 
N.C.; 
or Biloxi, Miss.; or Sagi- 


naw, Mich., to determine what 
we're entitled to." 


But Wilkins and others are 


hesitant about judging Nixon's 
civil rights proposals at this 
stage. "He hasn't really said 
enough yet," Wilkins says. 


Among Nixon's proposals so 


far, 
are eliminating 
the Job 


Corps program as (tuickly as 
possible, and inducing private 
enterprise through tax credits to 
"train the unemployed for jobs 
that really exist." 


Welfare and public 
housing 


has "perpetuated poverty" in 
the cities, Nixon said, and his 
chief programs in this field in- 
clude 
national minimum wel- 


fare standards, welfare rules 
that encourage families to stay 
together and encourage people 
to work, and government help 
fmr home ownership programs. 


He said he would also like to 


see tax incentives for businesses 
that set up in poverty areas, 
loans, loan guarantee programs 
and increase that would pro- 
mote "black capitalism," and a 
new enterprise program 
that 


would offer tax deductions for 
businessmen and teachers who 
help train urban Negroes to own 
or manage businesses.

breaking tlie wet) ol segregation 
and vote registration laws in the 
South. 


But neither the U.S. Supreme 


Court's school desegregation or* 
der 14 years ago, nor penalty 
provisions 
in the 1964 Civil 


Rights Act, have made much 
impact on the all-important edit* 
cation 
of the nation's Negro 


children. 


In the South, 86 per cent of 


thorn 
still 
attend notoriously 


poor 
segregated schools, ac- 


cording to a report by the South- 
ern Regional Council. The high 
is Mississippi with 9G.1 per cent, 


As the rural economy of the 


South gives way to industrializa- 
tion, thousands of iobless, ill-ed- 
ucated Negroes flee to the same 
Northern city slums that have 
been erupting into violence al- 
most regularly for the pas' four 
years. 


Negroes are better educated 


now than ever before, but black 
unemployment is still double 
white unemployment. It runs as 
high as 30 per cent for the 16-24 
age group that dominates the 
streets during riots. 


Laws prohibit discrimination 


in 
employment, but Negroes 


still work in large numbers in 
low paying, manual labor jobs. 
In some fields, such as the 
building trades, employers are 
at the mercy of unions that re- 
fuse to admit more than a token 
number of Negro members. 


And the welfare rolls keep 


climbing. 


Federal and state open hous- 


ing laws have not dramatically 
changed the American custom 
of enclosing Negroes in separate 
sections of town, neatly hidden 
from the daily sight of most 
whites. 


More and more black faces 


appear over white collars in the 
gleaming downtown office build- 
ings of major cities. But one 
need only walk through any of 
the major city riot areas to real- 
ize how many, many more seem 
locked permanently away from 
that kind of life. 


As an early indication of how 


Nixon will tackle these prob- 
lems, Negro leaders are watch- 
ing his appointments— particu- 
larly attorney general. 


Nixon's emphasis so far in 


discussing the attorney gener- 
al's job has been on crime con- 
trol, but the attorney general 
has 
the 
power to deal with 


segregation in schools, public 
accommodations, 
some hiring 


and voter registration. 


"The attorney general post is 


very, very significant, a key ap- 
pointment," said Gloster Cur- 
rent, director of the NAACP's 
program development. 


"The 
growing tendency for 


cooperation in Mississippi and 
Alabama can be reversed if the 
attorney general is known to be 
unsympathetic.

Negro attorney Arthur Shores, 
calling his selection as Birming* 
hart's first Negro city council- 
man a "wholesome thing," says 
it will increase the black com- 
munity's confidence in city gov- 
ernment, 


Shores, 56, was elected to the 


nine-member council by the oth- 
er eight members Wednesday to 
fill the unexpired term of a 
councilman who died. 


"I am happy the council saw 


fit to appoint me," he said. "It 
is with a feeling of humility that 
I accept the appointment and I 
look forward to serving my city 
•and all of its people." 


Shofes will be the first Negro 


ever to serve in an elected posi- 
tion 
in 
the 
city. However, 


Negroes currently serve in ap- 
pointive positions on at least 
three city boards. 


"The city Is making great 


strides in changing its Image," 
Shores, said. "I think this ap- 
pointment "will increase the con- 
fidence of the black community 
in the city's efforts to meet the 
needs of all of Us citizens." 


Shores' $75,000 home was ex- 


tensively damaged by two dyna- 
mite blasts in 19G3. No one was 
seriously injured but his wife 
was shaken up in one of the 
bombings. 


"Thpro has been a ohenome- 


n'al change since then," he said. 
"It's almost unbelievable the 
progress that Birmingham has 
made, even though there is still 
a way to go yet*" 


Council members 
normally 


are elected at large by Birming- 
ham voters. The city's popula- 
tion is approximately 40 per 
cent Negro but no Negro has 
been elected to the council by 
the voters. A council post is a 
part-time job with pay on the 
basis of meetings attended. 


Shores said It's too early to 


decide whether he will seek re- 
lection when his term expires 
next october.
